This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed March 5, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
final Office action mailed November 6, 2001, which set a shortened statutory period for reply of 
three (3) months on May 6, 2002. Applicant filed an extension of time to six months in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a) and a Notice of Appeal on May 6, 2002. Applicant filed a 
three month extension of time and an appeal brief in triplicate on October 7, 2002. However, 
applicant responded only to the rejections and not to the requirement for formal drawings. In 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.135 (c), applicant's request to hold the requirement for corrected 
drawings to be held in abeyance was not deemed bona fide. Accordingly, the above-identified 
application became technically abandoned on October 7, 2002, since the period for reply set forth 
in the final Office Action had expired. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 14,
